I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1967. 

Once  again  the  vital  statistics  of  the  town  compare  favourably  in 
most  instances  with  those  of  England  and  Wales.  There  are  two  except 
tions.  The  fall  in  the  birthrate  from  16.7  to  14.3  brings  it  further 
below  the  England  and  Wales  figure  (17.2)  than  it  was  in  1966. 
Secondly  the  number  of  marriages  is  halved.  The  significance  of  this 
considerable  reduction  is  not  immediately  apparent-  It  may  be  partly  a 
chance  variation.  In  any  case  neither  of  these  reduced  figures  improve 
the  prospect  of  an  increase  in  the  population  of  the  town. 

Though  there  were  no  proved  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year, 
there  was  the  usual  incidence  of  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  of 
unknown  origin. 

These  are  thought  mostly  to  be  due  to  a  virus  and  the  continued 
incidence  of  such  cases  has  led  to  the  assumption  that  the  disease 
originates  in  this  area.  The  frequency  with  which  these  incidents  are 
associated  with  coach  parties  suggests  that  they  bring  the  offending 
virus  with  them.  The  close  contact  and  usually  poor  ventilation  in  the 
coach  no  doubt  ensure  that  the  party  is  well  seeded  with  the  virus 
during  the  journey. 

Venereal  disease  presents  again  a  somewhat  worrying  picture. 
Apart  from  the  moderate  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases,  a  strain 
of  gonococcus  (the  organism  causing  gonorrhoea)  has  appeared  which  is 
resistant  to  the  usual  treatment.  As  a  result  more  intensive  treatment 
applied  over  a  longer  period  is  necessary.  This,  not  unnaturally, 
increases  the  tendency  for  patients  to  default  before  treatment  and 
cure  are  complete.  This  in  turn  leads  to  more  cases. 
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I  am  indebted  to  a  number  of  people  for  the  information  set  out  in 
my  Report,  These  include  the  Borough  Engineer,  the  Water  Engineer,  the 
Superintendent  of  Police,  the  Manager  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the 
Officers  of  the  Mass  Miniature  X^ray  Services  and  Dr,  Lamberty, 
Consultant  Venereologist.  I  offer  them  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  help 
in  this  and  other  years.

Medical  Baths 


The  establishment  continues  to  provide  a  service  for  the  adminis^ 
tration  of  skilled  physiotherapy  on  the  recommendation  of  general 
practitioners  and  consultants.  Treatment  has  been  administered  to 
men^  women  and  children  from  all  walks  of  llTe,  though  the  bulk  of 
the  work  done  being  concerned  with  the  diseases  of  degenerat ion„  the 
average  age  of  the  patients  tends  to  be  somewhat  advanced. 

In  the  summer  season  the  majority  of  patients  attending  are 
visitors  either  coming  to  Scarborough  to  combine  holidays  with 
intensive  treatment,  or  being  suddenly  afflicted  whilst  away  from 
home,  are  able  to  get  immediate  treatment.  An  extra  physiotherapist 
is  employed  from  June  to  September  to  deal  with  the  increase.  The 
fees  charged  are  within  the  means  of  all  classes  of  the  community, 
and  the  yearly  increase  in  the  numbers  of  people  subscribing  to  the 
various  Health  Insurance  schemes  indicating  a  continued  demand  for 
treatment  outside  the  National  Health  Service. 

Turkish  Baths 

These  continue  to  be  the  fashionable  form  of  relaxation  appreciated 
by  both  visitors  and  residents. 

Slipper  Baths 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  opened  in  1949  and  after  a  very  lively 
start  which  lasted  for  some  five  years,  the  annual  attendance  has 
decreased  consistently  over  the  years  as  more  and  more  of  the  older 
bath”less  properties  in  the  town  have  been  replaced  by  modern  units. 
As  a  consequence  the  attendance  this  year  has  dropped  to  a  point  at 
which  it  is  no  longer  considered  that  the  Baths  are  a  viable  economic 
proposition  and  they  will  be  closed  as  from  1st  April,  1968.

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity;  and  does  not  show  plumbosolvent  properties. 


Bacteriological  Tests 


A  total  of  476  samples  were  taken  from  the  distribution  system, 
(mostly  from  consumer  taps),  of  these  24  were  found  on  the  initial 
sampling,  to  be  unsatisfactory  but  on  subsequent  re~sampling  all  were 
proved  to  be  satisfactory.  In  no  case  was  there  any  indication  that 
the  water  supplied  was  anything  but  wholesome. 


Chemical  Analyses 

48  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis  during  1967. 

Total  hardness  of  Irton  Water  was  174  p.p.m,  of  which  approximately 
34.5%  was  permanent  hardness. 

Total  hardness  ofCayton  Water  was  264  p.p.m.  of  which  approximately 
28%  was  permanent  hardness. 


Mains  Supply 

Only  2  dwellings  within "the  Borough  do  not  have  a  mains  water  supply. 
This  is  due  to  topographical  reasons.  At  31st  December,  1967,  a  total 
of  15,482  dwellinghouses,  flats  etc. ,  were  connected  to  the  mains.  It 
is  estimated  that  a  population  of  7  has  not  a  mains  water  supply,  the 
rest  of  the  population  of  the  town  being  supplied  from  public  water 
mains.

During  the  year  the  only  new  Bye-laws  brought  into  force  were  the 
Water  Bye-laws  which  became  effective  from  November  1967.

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Dcmiciliary  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 


Seven  nurses  were  employed  full^^time  and  four  part-time  in  the 
Borough  by  the  County  Council  on  Home  Nursing  duties.  Two  whole-time 
midwives  and  two  combined  duties  nurses  (i.e.  midwifery  and  home 
nursing)  were  also  employed  full-time. 

Health .Visiting 

Eight  whole-time  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  operated  in  the 
Borough,  their  duties  including  visiting  children  from  the  age  of  2 
weeks  until  15  years  of  age.  A  steadily  increasing  proportion  of  their 

time  is  spent  in  the  care  of  the  aged.  In  addition  they  attend  the 
various  clinics,  follow-up  notifications  of  infectious  diseases, 

visitations  at  home  of  tuberculosis  patients,  investigate  social  con¬ 
ditions  relating  to  applications  for  service  of  Home  Helps,  boarding 
out  of  children  or  adoption  of  children.  A  nurse  is  also  employed 
part-time  for  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  diabetic  patients. 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  available  (on  application  supported  by  medical 
evidence)  to  render  temporary  assistance  in  the  homes  of  applicants 
in  the  following  categories,  viz:- 

(i)  Women  having  domiciliary  confinement; 

(ii)  Persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness 
or  pregnancy  of  housewife  or  her  absence  in 
hospital; 

(iii)  Other  cases  of  acute  illness,  particularly 
of  children  where  there  is  a  number  of 
healthy  children  to  be  cared  for,  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons  or  chronic  sick  persons  who 
are  unable  to  obtain  admission  to  hospital. 


Ambulance  Service 

An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean  Road, 
Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Service  facilities  are  available  on 
request  by  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners,  Police 
Officers  and,  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the  public. 
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After-care  of  Tuberculosis  an i  other  Illnesses 


By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  and  District  Council  of  Social 
Service  provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  after^ 
care  facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for  those 
suffering  from  other  illnesses. 


Additional  bedding,  clothing  etc. ,  can  be  provided  and  loan  of 
sick  room  equipment  obtained,  on  recommendations  by  doctors  and  or 
district  nurses. 


Family  Planning  Association 


The  Scarborough  Family  Planning  Clinic  hold  Sessions  at  Northway 
Clinic  on  the  first  two  and  the  last  Thursday  evenings  in  each  month.

FOR  THE  YEAR,  1967  o 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorso 

In  March,  Mr,  D,  Abba  resigned  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector  on 
being  appointed  to  a  position  with  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health 
Authority,  Mr.  R.M,  Milner  was  re-appointed  to  the  staff,  returning  to 
the  Department  from  Holmfirth  U.D.C.  in  August.  Mr.  C.  Ewing  commenced 
duty  as  a  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  in  September,  and  enrolled  for 
the  day-release  course  for  the  four-year  Diploma  Examination  at  the 
Leeds  College  of  Technology. 

Mr.  C.  Anthony  retired  in  September  after  nearly  40  years  service  as 
clerk  in  the  Department.  I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  him  for  his 
valuable  assistance  to  me  and  to  the  other  Inspectors.  Miss  M.  E. 
Goodrich  was  appointed  to  the  position. 

During  the  year,  surveys  were  done  in  two  areas  in  the  town, 
involving  1,309  houses,  to  ascertain  the  condition  of  repair  and  the 
number  lacking  baths,  hot  water  supplies,  internal  W.C.s,  washbasins 
and  proper  foodstores. 


Routine  environmental  health  work  continued  throughout  the  year, 
and  the  Inspectors  attended  to  all  the  meat  inspection  at  the  Seamer 
Abattoir.

HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


2,102  visits  were  made  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  to 
ascertain  the  fitness  of  houses  for  occupation^ 

Clearance  and  closing  procedure e 

The  thirteen  houses  in  the  confirmed  St.  Mary's  Street  C,P,0o  were 
demolished. 

Two  unfit  houses  were  represented  individually  and  five  families 
were  rehoused  from  unfit  houses.  Pour  houses,  subject  to  Closing  Orders 
were  thoroughly  repaired  and  reconditioned,  and  the  Orders  were  revoked. 

House  repair  and  improvement  procedure 

The  survey  of  houses  continued  during  the  year,  houses  in  certain 
streets  being  systematically  inspected  as  to  condition  of  repair. 
Notices  were  sent  to  owners  where  defective  structural  conditions  were 
found,  and  all  owners  were  informed  of  the  Improvement  Grant  procedure 
in  the  cases  of  houses  which  were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  required 
amenities  =■  a  bathroom  with  bath,  washbasin  and  internal  water  closet, 
a  hot  water  installation  and  a  foodstore.

Since  the  surveys  started,  the  owners  of  13  houses  applied  for 
Improvement  Grants.  Tenants  of  twenty-six  houses  were  re-housed  by  the 
Corporation  on  the  owners  undertaking  to  recondition  the  houses  before 
re-occupation. 
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Fifty  houses,  which  were  the  subject  of  application  for  Improvement 
Grants,  were  inspectedo  Thirty=nine  of  these,  requiring  repair,  were 
brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
remainder  being  in  good  structural  condition. 

59  complaints  regarding  miscellaneous  items  of  disrepair  and  damp^ 
ness  were  investigated.

Food  Hygiene 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  was  again  undertaken,  and  many 
improvements  carried  out  during  the  year.  Porty=three  complaints 
involving  food  and  conditions  at  food  premises  were  investigated,  and 
seventeen  complaints  regarding  conditions  at  boarding  houses,  etc.  , 
were  dealt  with.  Inspections  were  again  carried  out  of  premises  for 
which  application  had  been  made  to  advertise  in  the  Scarborough  Holiday 
Guide,  comprising  hotels,  boarding  houses  and  holiday  flatlets. 

The  opportunity  was  again  taken  to  give  lectures  and  talks  on  Pood 
Hygiene  subjects  to  food  trades  personnel  and  women's  organisations. 
Eleven  meetings  were  attended  and  audiences  totalling  over  380 
were  addressed.  These  meetings  included  three  arranged  at  the  Health 
Department  for  Managers  and  Supervisors  in  the  food  trades.

Livers  affected  by  distomatosis  (’’flukey”  livers)  are  collected  by  an 
approved  firm  for  pharmaceutical  purposes.  All  other  condemned  food  is 
disposed  of  by  the  Cleansing  Department  on  the  Corporation  Tip  at 
Burniston  Road.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949c 

The  two  rodent  operators  dealt  with  500  complaints  of  infestation 
received  during  the  year.  3,986  visits  were  made  to  dwelling-houses, 
business  premises  etc. 

The  Corporation  Tip  and  allotments,  and  the  harbour  and  piers  were 
subject  to  regular  inspection  and  baiting.  The  sewers  in  the  Borough 
were  treated  twice  during  the  year,  the  poison  used  being  fluoraceta- 
mide. 
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The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  special  inspections 
of  premises  found  to  be  infested.  They  generally  supervise  the  work  of 
the  rodent  operators^  taking  charge  where  defective  drains  or  building 
structures  are  found.  Routine  visits  to  food  premises  include  a  survey 
for  rodents  and  other  insect  pests. 

A  summary  of  the  work  is  given  in  the  following  report  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood.
